The prospect of elections in Britain 
and New Zealand compelled the postpone- 
ment of the Imperial Conference that was

to mect in Ottawa last August. These 
difficulties removed, Premier Bennett ex- 
presses a hop that the conference may 
assemble at an early date That hope 
will be shared by Canadians very general- 


ly, and probably also by residents of the 
old lands and the other dominions. 

The commercial relations between the 
Empire units have not been improved dur- 
ing the last year, with the single excep- 
tion of the treaty negotiated between 
Canada and Australia. On the contrary, 
‘New Zealand and Canada are in an atti- 
tude of commercial hostility, while Ottawa 
has been passing orders-in-council to pre- 
vent any enlargement of trade between 
Canada and Britain 

It is time to put an end to this cold- 
blooded way of dealing with our kinsfolk, 
and to try for some arrangement alike 
more profitable and more seemly. At least 
there is reason to hope that another con- 
ference would clear the atmosphere and 
undo some of the damage that was done 
at London a year ago. 


GOOD NEWS ALL ROUND 


Moscow announces that the citizenry 
of the Soviet realrg is being given a “sur- 
prise dividend” on its investment in the 
five year plan in the shape of a thirty per 
cent cut in the cost of living. If the Soviet 
prices quoted in this column a few days 
ago were correct, and there is every rea- 
son to suppose they were, the citizenry 
certainly need and deserve the cut, and 
would be justified in starting a rebellion 
if they didn’t get it. 

Thirty per cent off those prices would 


still leave the Russian paying more for 
food than the residents of capitalist coun- 
tries ever have paid or could under any 


conceivable circumstances be made to pay. 
Merchants in other countries have not the 
“entire liberty of action” that enables the 
Soviet stores to present their customers 
with the option of paying what the store- 
keeper demands or of starving to death. 
The Russians are not the only parties 
who should welcome this reduction in the 
living cost in that country. The more of 
its products Russia consumes the less it 
will dump in foreign markets, and the 
cheaper necessities are made there the 
more the Soviet’s subjects will be able to 
use. Here's hoping the Russians will be 
permitted to eat their whole wheat crop, 


MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS AS RELIEF

many people in the United States and in 
Europe as well. Manchuria is a long way 
off. What happens there and who the 
country is to belong to are not matters of 
immediate concern to the residents of 
other continents. 

But it so happens thac both Japan and 
China are members of the League of Na- 
tions, end also signatories of the Kellogg 
Pact. The integrity of the League con 
tract and the validity of the Pact are alike 
involved in the dispute, and in whether 
or not the League and the United States 
do what is possible to avert war and fa- 
cilitate a peaceful settlement. Should the 
League fail to act now, neither China nor 
Japan could take it seriously in future. It 


the United States stood idle, the Pact 
which it sponsored would be so much 
waste paper in the Orient. 

But if international law is to remain 
law, it must be law in the Orient as well 


as in the Occident. There cannot be na- 
tional anarchy in one-half the world and 
obedience to international law in the othe 
half, if there is to be any security for 
peace under and by reason of the law. If 
these international undertakings could be 
disregarded in Manchuria, what assurance 
could there be that they would be vindi- 
cated when Belgium, or France—or Can- 


ada—some time demands that they be 
made good”? 
Such prospect as there is that peace 


will be maintained in the Far East rests 
with the League of Nations and the Unit- 
ed States. The Covenant and the Pact 
are on trial there, before the world. If 
they are shown to be valueless there, they 
will be under discount everywhere, If 
they can be made effective there, other 
countries will rest more confidently in the 
protection they are supposed to give 
against war.
